It is generally known that the agri- 
éultural revolution produced a drastic 
fall-off in farm employment; the figure 
given is $45,000 with another 100,000 
(mainly outside the Prairie provinces) 
expected to leave by 1970. But one may 
find the same phenomenon in a rapidly 
expanding industry which may, in other 
respects, confer immense benefits on 
the economy. Thus, between 1949 and 
1963, output in the fuels industry rose 
by 500 per cent while empldyment was 
actually contracting by 15 per cent.

Technological change is to be wel- 
comed because, by bringing into use 
new processes and products, by reduc- 
ing costs and widening markets, it

But at the same time it creates diffi- 


cult problems of adjustment for indi- 
viduals. The mobility of labor becomes 
more than ever important. 

«How do we grapple with this situa- 
tion? What is needed is a whole com- 
plex of policies: “‘inter-related and com- 
plementary public and private action 
in respect of basic education, training, 
re-training, mobility and job placement” 
and better labor-management co-opera- 
tion. “ 

While this sounds extremely general, 
the report is frequently specific in its 
recommendations. This is notably true 
in ‘the section on labor market policy. 
The council agrees emphatically with 
the recommendations of the Gill com- 
mittee, maintaining that the National 
a Service is not presently 
playing its. proper role; that it ought 


to be completely separated from the 
Unemployment Insurance Commission, 
accorded a much enhanced stature 


within the labor department and given -- 


new, wider and more positive tasks. 
anada has always relied heavily on 
technology from foreign countries and 
must do so in future. Even so demand 
will exceed.supply. If Canadians are 
to participate in the most swiftly grow- 
ing industries—the science-based indus- 
tries whose products are the fastest 
growing element in world trade—more 
of our own resources will have to be 
dedicated to research and development. 


; The “most urgent need” is for increased 


participation by the universities, which 
up to now have suffered from a “woeful 
lack of resources,” and by private in- 
dustry which has been restrained by 
the scarcity of professional and highly 
skilled manpower and also by the in- 
adequacy of the available incentives. 


The scarcity of skilled manpower is 
disturbing because, as the report notes, 
highly educated workers create work 
not only for themselves but for others 
as well, Hence the “key role of immi- 
gration.” ‘ 


‘Brain Gain’ 
In the decade ending in 1963 slightly 


_more than 80,000 professional and highly 


skilled technical workers came to us 
from outside North America, 60 per cent 
ot them from Britain. We have had, it 
appears, a net “brain gain.” 

-Unfortunatety the attraction—of~the- 
south is strong because the demand for 
such workers in the United States ex- 
ceeds the supply. At the same time 
recruitment in Europe is becoming more 
difficult. The British, for example, are 
so acutely’ conscious of the shortage 
there that they have set themselves to 
increase the number of places for_full- 
time students in higher education from 
216,000 im 1962-63 to 560,000 in 1980. 

The Canadian problem is thus for 
midabie,We will certainly have to de- 
velop more aggressive immigration 
policies than those of recent years. But, 
as the report notes, “A much larger 
part of the solution must be sought in 
educating and training a sufficiently 
higher proportion of our own young 
people in the levels of skills required 
by a modern industrial society.”

In a comparison, I cannot recall any ses- 
sion in the Diefenbaker years which has mean- 
dered like this one, Never, even in the last 
weeks of his last minority government, did 
Diefenbaker lose his grip on the House itself, 
the way Pearson has.
